I am glad that we have reached agreement on all points 
except item » 7 regarding delivery of vacant possession of the 
scheduled land in the event of termination of the lease. The 
T.I.F.R lawyers are of the view that the terms suggested by the 
University may be accepted provided they apply to non-movable 
property i.e. buildings (including fixtures) and infrastructure 
(water, power etc). It is unreasonable to apply it to movable 
property such as equipment. The term "movable" should be 
deleted. It seems to me a reasonable point and I trust this is 
acceptable to the University. 


As regards the employment of local people, I would like to 
reiterate the assurance I have given you. As a national 
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institution, the T.I.F.R Centre must remain open to all citizens 

of India, but we are not unmindful of the sentiments of the local
